Hartnell College will have the 
privilege of being turned on to 
a possible president in 68. The 
person we are referring to is 
Dick Gregory, a presidential 
candidate for the Peace and 
Freedom Party. A name not too 
well known in political circles 
has made an unbelievable jump 
from that of: a Negro comedian 
to a very possible presidential 
victory. 

He will appear in the Men’s 
Gym Thursday night at 8 o’clock 
as another event in the “Hart- 
nell Presents” series. 

This bearded, rather burly 
man has not come out of the 
woodwork with a wave of a po- 
litical wand, but has been busy 
achieving recognition as a night- 
club comedian while also fol- 
lowing quite closely the plight 
of the American Negro. 

Vietnam is definitely an issue 
of great importance as he has 
fasted for 21 consecutive days 
protesting the war and our po- 
litical “games” on such a moral, 
and delicate position. 

Gregory has published a book, 
entitled “Nigger’—an autobiog- 
raphy portraying the hardships 
of being black and the struggle 
to gain respect for his accom- 
plishments. Up against the hard- 


ships and extra obstacles of race} 


and prejudice, Gregory has been 
a flourish of new idealism reach- 
ing out among his people, suf-

fering alongside of those suffer- 
ing, starving next to those not 
eating. He now has become a 
hero in his own right, proving 
that a well-known name does 
not separate the man from his 
past. 

The topic up for discussion 
will be on civil rights, the prob- 
lems and barriers for Negroes 
growing up and living in Ameri- 
ca today. Gregory grew up in 
St. Louis where he was brought 
up, as any other Negro boy in 
that area. During this lecture 
on Gregory will also discuss the 
Vietnam policy, welfare  pro- 
grams and their affect on the 
American Negro in today’s mov- 
ing society.

She uses the li- 
brary quite a bit for research 
and “studies on the kitchen ta- 
ble.”
